URGENCY APPROPRIATION. 


Navy and Buy Coal. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Secretary 
Long sent to Congress today for in- 
 elusion in the Urgent Deficiency Bill, 
an estimate of an appropriation cf 
$300,000 to be immediately available for 
the equipment of vessels in the navy 
for the present fiscal year, und for the 
immediate supply of 10,900 tons : f coal 
to Key West. The report accompany- 
ing the estimates shows the bunker 
capacity of ‘the ships of the navy now 
fn the vicinity of the Dry Tortugas 
and Key West is about 12,000 tons, and 
the storage capacity of the coal sneds 
*at Key West is about 4200 tons. The 
largest vessels of the fleet, the Secre- 
tary says, cannot approach nearer 
than seven miles of Key West. At 
present they coal from schooners at 
Tortugas and at other places near by, 
when they are permitted. There is one 
flat lighter with a capacity of 2000 tons 
now at Key West. This is not suitable 
for use at any distance from the port. 

The reports concludes as follows: 
“The bureau believes it for the in-. 
terest of the service that additional 
temporary coal sheds should be cgn- 
structed on government land at Key 
West which will increase the storage 
eapacity there up to 10,000 to 12,000 tons, 
and that lighters ‘be purchased which 
“may be towed anywhere within a ra- 
dius of sixty miles of Key West. Also 
that at least 10,000 tons of coal be laid 
down at Kest West ready for an emer- 


gency. The appropriation for equip-. 


ment for the navy is inadequate for 
these purposes, and in order that the 
bureau may be able to execute the nec- 
essary contracts at once, I recommend 
that Congress eppropriate $300,090 addi- 
tional, to be immediately available.” 


REED AND ALGER. 


Big Speaker Assures the Little Sec. 
Tetary of House Co-operation.

WHITE HOUSE CONFAB. 


CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION GIVEN 
| TO SPANISH AFFAIRS, 


.President McKinley, Secretary Long 
and Assistant Secretary Day 
Discuss the Latest Phases of the 
Situation—Du Bosc Cables Home. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—There was 
a good deal of consultation today be- 
tween the President and Secretary 
Long and Assistant Secretary Day, 
without ddubt devoted to the consider 
ation of our relations with Spain. As- 
sistant Secretary Day also had a half 
hour’s conference with Secretary Du 
Bosc, the Spanish Charge 4d’Affaires 
here, and managed to find time to talk 
for a few minutes with Col. J. J. Me- 
Cook, whose interest in Cuban affairs 
is well known. It was stated that the 
administration has no statement to 
make, further than that given out by 
Judge Day yesterday. 

It is still maintained that there has 


Spanish government for the recall of 
Consul-General Lee, but this denial 
does: not take the form of a complete 
assertion that something like an in- 
timation has been given that the Span- 
ish government would be pleased were 
Gen. Lee relieved at Havana. Still, 
there is an official statement and an 
unofficial’ intimation and therein a 
loophole for escape is found. Had the 
Spanish government made an official 
demand for Gen. Lee’s recall, it would 
have had no recourse, in the event of 
our government’s refusal to . comply, 
but the Consul-General’s exequatur, 


The matter not having taken 
that official form, there is no tangible 
excuse for Spain to look upon herself 
as humiliated in this matter. 

It is quite certain that the admin- 
istration does not take the view, as a 
hasty glance at the situation would 
seem to indicate, that there may not 
be peaceful termination of this last in- 
cident, and such officers of the Cabinet 
as have felt free to discuss the situa- 
tion at all have not hesitated to de- 
clare that no rupture in the relations 
between the, United States and Spain 
is likely to result. 

As to the matter of sending supplies 
to Matanzas and Sagua, which has 
formed the basis of objection by the 
Spanish government, although not in 
official form, it is said at the State 
Department, and at the Navy Depart- 
ment, as well, that the programme laid 
down in the statement given out by 
the President is to be observed. .The 
supplies are to go from Key West. to 
those Cuban ports in a ‘‘naval vessel.”’ 
The Fern is @ ‘naval vessel,’ though 
not a war vessel, her principal use be- 
ing in dispatch carrying and ‘in the 
transportation of freight from one navy 
yard to another. Because of her ability 
to handle freight this way, she is un- 
doubtedly better adapted than gither 
the cruiser Montgomery or the gun- 
boat Nashville for the transportation 
of supplies. These warships are so cut 
up with small compartments below and 
so filled with machinery that their 
freight-carrying capacity is limited to 
a little space on the upper deck. Sec- 
retary Long calculates that the sup- 
plies which left Saturday. last by 
steamer for Key West will reach the 
latter port Wednesday. . 

It was realized that if it is conceded 
that vessels of the United States may 
be in times of peace, excluded from 
Matanzas or Sagua by the same rule 
they likewise may be kept eut of Ha- 
vana Harbor, and the administration 
would thereby not only be prevented 
from redeeming its promise to send an- 
other warship to replace the Maine, 
but would be obliged toLleave American 
citizens, resident in Havana, entirely 
without protection in case of need. 
This possibility was not contemplated 
with equanimity by the. administration, 
hence the officials stuck to their ‘tech- 
nical purpose to use a naval vessel for 
the transportation of supplies.

This led him to the belief that a mis- 
apprehension had arisen on the subject, 
and that any representation which had 
been made concerning Gen. Lee had 
not gone to the extent of a formal re- 
quest for his withdrawal. oe 

It was supposed that Mr. du Bosc’s 
call at the State Department would 
clear up this misapprehension. It did 
not, however, and after the conference 
he continued to have a strong impres- 
sion that the representations concern- 
ing Gen. Lee had not been in the nature 
of a request for his recall. This view 
was not the result of any official know!1- 
edge. of what had occurred, but from 
the fact that neither the Madrid of- 
ficials nor tho# in Washington had 
made him aware of any act having 
that solemnity and formality of a re- 
quest for the withdrawal of a Consul- 
General. 

In view of the doubt existing, Mr. du 
Bose took occasion to cable to his gov- 
ernment with a view of learning the ex- 
act status of affairs. Meantime, while 
not being in a position to give any of. 
ficial denial to the reported request for 
Gen. Lee’s recall, Spanish officials dis- 
cussed the possibilities of a misappre- 
hension arising out of past incidents.

PRESIDENT’S MANY CALLERS.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Not since 
the disaster to the Maine has the 
President received so large a number 
of early callers of prominence, as 
this morning. Senators Allison and 
Hale were among the first to arrive, 
and they were immediately shown into 
the Cabinet room. They were soon 
joined by Secretary Long and Repre- 
sentatives Dingley, Grosvenor and 
Cannon. The conference lasted nearly. 
or quite an hour, and at its conelusion 
all left about the same time. 

It was learned that the intimation 
that Spain was dissatisfied with Gen. 
Lee, and might ask the President to 
recall him, came to the Secretary of 
State last Saturday, through a cable- 
gram from Minister Woodford, and 
that in response to the President’s re- 
fusal to. consider Gen. Lee’s recall, 
the Madrid authorities signified their 
acquiescence, and this fact was oat 
cabled to the Secretary of State. It, 
therefore, appears that the status is 
tthe same as before the incident. The 
correspondence, as understood here, 
did not show that Spain had made a 
demand for Gen. Lee’s recall, or that 
the Madrid government had gone 8&0 
far as to request his recall. The ex- 
tent of its displeasure was expressed 
in an intimation simply that. his pres- 
ence in Havana as the representative 
of the Unfted States government was 
not agreeable to them.

That the United 
States shoutld run the nisk of a short 
war with Spain ‘in order to make Cuba

Chairman Cannon Intfoduces a Bill 
Which is the Outcome of a Con- 
ference at the White House. 
Favorable Action Expected. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Chairman 
Cannon of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee today introduced a bill entjtled “A 
bill makihg appropriations for the na- 
tional defense.” It is as follows: 

“That there is heréby appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated for the na- 
tional defense and for each and every 
purpose connected therewith, to he ex- 
pended at the discretion of the I’resi- 
dent and to remain available until 
June 30, 1899, $50,000.000.”" 

It was referred to the Committee on 
Appropriations. The Cannon Bill, it 
was learned later, was the outcome of 
a conference held at the White House 
this morning, at which Mr. Cannon, 
Secretary Long, Senator Allison, Mr. 
Dingley and Gen. Grosvenor were pres- 
ent. The situation was considered so 
grave that it was deemed advisable 
| that an immense appropriation should 
be at once made to prepare for the 
national defense. 

After the conference Mr. Cannon 
went to the Capitol and called a spe- 
cial meeting of the ‘Appropriations 
Committee. After this meeting, Mr. 
Cannon introduced the National De- 
fense Bill to the House. The Appro- 
priations Committee will meet tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Cannon. says he simply -intro- 
duced the bill in his individual ca- 
pacity as a. Representative. This is, 
of course, true, but it can be stated 
positively that the bill was introduced 
as the result of the conference with 
the President and the Republican lead- 
ers in both houses, and that the bill 
has the President’s approval.. The bill

Some 
of the members of the Committee on 
Appropriations expressed themselves 
as satisfied to have the measure take 
its course, but others are of the opin- 
ion that none of the effects of the meas- 
‘ure will be lost to have the bill re- 
ferred and reported in the regular way. 

Senator Allison, chairman of the com- 
mittee, expressed‘ the opinion that the 
bill should be referred, saying that the 
committee would probably be able to 
report it within twenty-four hours.

ENGLAND IS “WID US’, 
For She May Need Help Some Day 


for Herself. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, March 7.—In view of 


the possibility of .war between the 
United States and Spain, there . has 
heen a. great deal-of speculation, in 
Washington as tothe attitude likely 
to -be assumed by other. European 
powers, and especially by Great Brit- 
ain, says the Herald's Washington 


correspondent. There has been no 
idea that Great Britain will be = ac- 
‘tively drawn into such a war in any 


way, and it is now gencrally believed 
the United States would have _ her 
moral support and sympathy. News 
of the Maine disaster was received in 
Great Britain with almost as much 
horror as in the United Staies. It was 
noted at the time tnat tne first ex- 
pression of sympathy received at the 
State Department was from Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
who, without waiting to learn whether 
the Spanish government was in any 
way involved, called in person at the 
State Department. 

This wes followed by messages from 
the Queen and the nee of Wales, 
and from many high officials and offi- 
clals of the army and navy. An Ameri- 
can naval officer of high rank, who 
has just returned from a cruise, on 
which he associated a great deal with 
English persons, and with officers of 
the British army and navy, referring 
to the warm feeling they have for the 
United States in this crisis, said to 
the correspondent: 

“To the observer of current events 
in this country and in England, no 
more striking thought makes itself felt 
than. the good-fellowship evinced by 
the average intelligent Englishman for 
America and most things American. 
Especially is this the case in times of 
possible public danger for the institu- 
tions and prosperity of England. At 
such times the feeling seems wile- 
spreed that America is but another 
section of the mother country, to ke 
counted on for mutual defense in the 
same manner as a colony of larger 
growth. Not only is this the case, but 
in addition, there is a great and grow- 
ing sentiment favorable to our institu- 
tions aside from those which appeal 
to the English mind, on the surface, 
as it were. To those who travel abroad 
on governmental duties this becomes 
specially patent. 

“With naval officers there is a spirit 
of camaraderie which has never ex- 
isted before. but which has become a 
dominant factor in the conduct of 
effairs on our various foreign stations. 
The thing is so evident nowadays that 
frequent remark is passéd'on the 
great changes the last.few years have 


wrought in the friendliness between | 


the two services. And now only this 
sentimental manifestation of the true 
kindliness felt by individuals, but we 
are constantly reminded of this feeling 
in an unofficial, or, speaking more 
properly, in a semi-governmental way. 

“In many of the inspired utterances 
in the press of London, this sentiment 
has been dominant for the last few 
years. Naval officers abroad —fre- 
quently hear such expressions as this: 
‘Oh, in. time of any great national 
calamity, we would count on the as- 
sistance of our American cousins.’ 
Without a doubt, there is more friend- 
ship felt and expressed in England for 
America than in America for England. 
For, unfortunately , it has become the 
fashion to deride everything English 
and scoff at England and the English 
point of view the 
thought takes its rise. But. soberly 


speaking. it would seem, aside from 
j any tinge of sentimentality, that the 
two English-speaking nations of the 


world should stand shoulder to shoul- 
der in the future contests from a mili- 
tary. 2 commercial or a political point 

“Commercially the two nations are 
almost as one in their interests al- 
ready. and it requires hut little 
stretching of the imagination to see 
laws 
shall be practically alike for the inter- 
change of manufactures turned out 
from the mills and looms of the two 
nations. 

“From a military outlook the pros- 
pect is somewhat more dubious, but 
it can be foreseen that a time might 
come, contingencies might arise, when 
the existence of one nation might de- 
pend upon the good-will of the other. 
This idea is based upon the indisput- 
able fact that the welfare of the civ- 
ilized world is in the keeping of the 
English federation of people, an‘ 
anything to break or disrupt the fed- 
eraition would be a catastrophe of 
worldwide significance. 

“Closer relations, politically, per- 
haps, may be only an aspiration for 
the coming years to solve, but that 
there will be strong affiliation between 
the two peoples is almost a demonstra-

THE RAM KATAHDIN TO GO INTO 
COMMISSION. 


Most Formidable Warboat of the 
Kind in the World—Could Lie in 
the Lee of a Man-of-war and 
Strike Like a Spantsh Mine. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—[FExclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Katahdin, Uncle 
Sam’s unique war vessel, will go into 
commission this week with Comman- 
Ger George Wilde as her @irector. 
She is the most formidable warboat in 
the world. She is regarded i:v sailors 
as a monstrosity in the way of naval 
architecture, being almost totally un- 
der water. Her entire fabric, except 
her strong conning-tower ~ and her 


turtleback, is hidden. Her bow is 
prolonged into a mighty ram. This 
ram, with the exception of a few 


rapid-fire guns, is all ‘the weapon with 
which she is armed, but with it the 
Kattahdin could do terrible destruction 
to any battleship, no matter how heavy 
or well-armed. | 

The Katahdin’s: back could laugh at 
shots from any warship she cared to 
attack. Her terrible ram, aimed at 
the weakest part of the enemy’s ship, 
could sink any vessel on the sea. Her 
small guns would take care of the tor- 
pedo-boats—the only sort of enemy the 
Katahdin need fear. 

This odd and monstrous boat was

length is 254 feet, her nermal displace- 
ment 2155 tons, her beam 53.5 feet, 
her mean draught 15 feet, her horse- 
power 5068, and her speed 16 knots. 

Commender Wilde is overjoyed at be- 
ing put in command of the Katahdin, 
and he’ proposes to make all sorts of 
experiments with her before, getting 
out into seawater. 

The ram could be used in a battle be- 
tween ships. She would lie in the 
lea of a man-of-war, and at an oppor- 
tune moment could steal cut and strike, 
before her bewildered victim would 
know what was about to take place.

THREE MEN LYNCHED. 


Wyoming Posse Wrenaks Vengeance 
on Robbers’ Ronst Outlaws.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) March 7.—A

“News was brought in today from 
Brown's Park on the Colorado-Wyom- 
ing houndary line that three memers 
of the ‘Robbers’ Roost’ band of out- 
laws who last week murdered Stock- 
man Hoy, had been captured and 
lynched by a posse of .Hoy's friends 
and some cof Sheriff Edgar's leputies.

Johnson is the man who 
two weeks ago shoe and killed a boy, 
named William Strang at Hoy’s ranch 
in Sweetwater county, Wyo. While in 
pursuit of Johnson with a posse, Hoy 
was ambushed and killed by a party 
of the “‘Robbers’ Roost” outfit. The 
pursuit. of his murderers was kept up 
by a posse. The scene of the capture 
and reported lynching in seventy-five 
miles from the railroad and definite 
details are hard to secure. 

“hiOoy Was snot on the afternoon of 
March 1. The next morning Jack Ben- 
nett, an associate of the outlaws, was 
captured. He was lynched the next 
morning at 16 o'clock near Ladera, 
Colo., by about twenty-five inasked 
men. They took him from Deputy 
Sheriff Farnham of Colorad»s. Lennett 
pleaded for his life, promising to tell 
allt he knew. He was told tht it wags 


too late. 
“Harry Tracey, David Lang and 
Patrick Johnston, were captured by 


Deputy Sheriff Peter Swanson and 
posse of Rock Springs on Friday last, 
near Powder Springs. They showed 
fight, but finally surrendered. Johnston 
was the first to throw up his hands. 
Tracey and Lant are prisoners ef 
Colorado and Johnstno of Wyoming. 
There is, howevér, smal! possibility of 
the courts of either state being both- 
ered with them. There are 100 armed 
men in Brown Park determined to 
deal with them as they did with Ben- 
nett.””

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COMMENDABLE FIRMNESS. 

The refusal of the President to recall 
Consul-General Lee, at the “sugges- 
tion” of the Spahish government, 
meets the unqualified approval of the 
American people. The Spanish gov- 
ernment wisely refrained from  de- 
manding Gen. Lee’s recall, putting its 
rommunication on that subject in the 
form of a request, instead. If the 
communication had been in the form 
pf a demand, it would have been met 
by the same flat refusal with which 
the request was answered. No alter- 
native would then have remained but 
for Spain to give Gen. Lee his pass- 
ports. This, under existing circum- 
stances, would have been tantamount 
o a declaration of war. 

There is no valid reason for the re- 
tall of Consul-General Lee. He is pre- 
sminently the right man for the posi- 
‘ion he occupies, which is a position 
of. great and unusual responsibility. 
He is familiar with thé conditions ex- 
isting in Cuba. So long as we main- 
‘ain diplomatic relations with Spain, it 
ss vitally essential that we shall have 
an official representative in Cuba, and 
no man is better qualified than Gen. 
Lee to discharge the duties of that 
position. It would be the extreme of 
folly to entrust to other hands, at this 
tritical time, the guarding of Ameri- 
‘tan interests in Cuba. 

An attempt has been made in Mad- 
tid to show some parallelism between 
ihe case of Consul-General Lee and 
chat of Dupuy de Lome, ex-Minister 
of Spain to the United States. No 
such parallelism exists. De Lome was 

guilty of gross and vulgar aspersion 
of the President of the United States. 
ind no denial was made of his guilt. 

No specific charge has been made 
igainst.Gen. Lee, and no such charge 
could be sustained if. made. Spain has 
90 just ground for asking the recall] 
of Gen. Lee, and the promptness with 
which its “suggestion” for his recall 
was withdrawn is a tacit confession 
chat the request was unjustifiable. 
rhe Spanish hostility toward Gen. 
Lee has its foundation in his uncon- 
vealed sympathy for reconcen- 
‘rados, and his active efforts to relieve 
iheir distress. In this Gen. Lee is 
yrompted by the noblest of motives. 
Personally, no doubt, he entertains a 
jeep adhorrence of the system which 
is responsible for so much unnecessary 
suffering. But his official actions have 
deen above criticism. 

The request of the Spanish govern- 
ment that the relief supplies be not 

tonveyed to Cuba in naval vessels 
was also, and very properly, refused. 

{t is imperatively necessary that these 
supplies shall go forward with the ut- 
most dispatch. They have been con- 
‘ributed on the strength of an appeal 
oy the national government to the 
American people, and it is eminently 
ippropriate that they should be car- 
tied to their destination by vessels 
ander the direct control of the govern- 
ment. The vessels which will carry 
these contributions will go on an er- 
rand of peace and of mercy. They 
will menace no interest of Spain. They 
will interfere in no wise with the gov- 
ernment of Spain, unless there should 
be an attempt to interfere with the 


jistribution of relief to the needy. mild and gentle in his femarks. 


Phere is no reasonable ground of ob- 


lecton to the conveyance of these sup- 
plies by American naval vessels. In 
withdrawing its objections to this 
jlam, Spain has again confessed her 
veakness. 

It is gratifying in the extreme to 
fote the unanimity with which Con- 
res® sustains the President in the ex- 
iting emergency.

BOWERS, JABBERWOCK. | 

Upon the persistent solicitation of 
Senator Perkins, W. W. Bowers has 
heen nominated by the President for 
the office of Collector of Customs for 
the District of San Diego. The ap- 
pointment is one preéminently not fit 
to be made; it is a weak and unsuit- 
able selection, .for reasons which are 
patent to the vast majority of people 
who know the appointee. Bowers is 
unfit for the position. He is a rene 
gade from the political faith of the 
Republican party. He is a jabber- 
wock. He renounced one of the vital 
planks of the Republican national 
platform, and indorsed the financial 
heresy of the Bryan platform. He 
defeated himself in the race for Con- 
gress by reason of his apostasy 
from the Republican faith. He has 


nothing in his personality, habits, or 


bearing to commend him to popular 


favor. He is a bankrupt in business 
as in principles, and. deserves no 
recognition at the hands of fhe 
party against which his influence 


was exerted in the last national cam- 
paign. His recommendation by Sen- 
ator Perkins was an imposition, and 
his appointment is a disgrace. Such 
appointments as that of Bowers make 
yet more difficult the task of the

OUR POSITION IMPREGNABLE. 


The attitude which the government 
of the United States has assumed and 
maintained in relation to the Cuban 
question is defensible from any and. 
every standpoint, if defense were 
needed. We are accused by some of 
the excitable Spanish newspapers of 
“offictous interference’ in matters which 
they regard as purely under Spanish 
control. But the truth is—and the 
verdict of impartial history will sus- 
tain this view—that the course pursued 
by this government has been charaic- 
terized by remarkable moderation and 
forbearance. If we have erred, it has 
been on the side of dilatoriness rather 
than of too hasty action. The question 
is debatable, at least, whether it would 
not have been better for Cuba, for 
Spain, and for the United States if the 
belligerent rights of the insurgents had 
been recognized a year ago, or even 
three years ago. Either this or com- 
plete non-interference cn our part from 
the very beginning of the war in Cuba. 
Recognition by us of the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents would not have 
given to Spain a valid excuse for de- 
claring war, and it would, in all prob- 
ability, have resulted, ere this, in the 
full realization of Cuban independence. 
The horrorsof the reconcentrad) prison- 
pens might have been in part avoided, 
and the sacrifice of many thousands of 
human lives could have been prevented. 
And the Maine would not today be ly- 
ing at the bottom of Havana’s harbor, 
with her crew on the Other Shore. But 
it is needless to discuss at this time 
what might have been. We have pur- 
sued that course which seemed wisest 
and best to those entrusted with the 
duty and the responsibility of deciding 
upon our course of action as a nation. 
Spain has no just cause for complaint 
at the policy we have pursued. We 
have in no wise interfered with the 
governing of Cuba. We have placed 
no obstacles in the way of Spain’s 
conquering the rebellion. We have pre- 
vented, so far as-possible, the efforts 
of Cuban sympathizers to send arms 


and ammunition to the insurgents. We! 


have refrained from extending belliger- 
ent rights to the struggling Cubans, 
though there is unquestionably a strong 
and predominant public sentiment 
throughout the United States in favor 
of such action. We have maintained a 
neutral attitude, thus far, in order that 
thé Spanish government might have 
free scope to bring about a restoration 
of peace in Cuba, if possible. 

But the Spanish government has sig- 
nally failed to accomplish this much- 
desired result. It has missed all its 
opportunities, and the rebellion § in 
Cuba is no nearer subjugation than it 
was a year ago. In the mean time, a 
condition of things almost unprece- 
dented in the history of civilization 
has been created in Cuba. Peaceable 
citizens, non-combatants (a large pro- 
portion of whom wer women and chil- 
dren,) have been huddled together like 
cattle in the cities, and kept there by 
armed feree, to die of slow starvation 
and disease, no provision being made to 
feed, clathe, or shelter them. Their 
homes have been burned, their fields 
laid waste, and they have died by tens 
of thousands as a result of this in- 
human policy, which is not warfare, but 
is wholesale, premeditated, and most 
brutal murder. 

At last the time has come when it is 
clearly and imperatively our duty as a 
humane and enlightened nation to in- 
tervene, at least to the extent of put- 
ting a stop to this wholesale slaughter 
of the innocents. The first essential 
step is to send food and clothing and 
medicines to the surviving sufferers. 
This relief movement is now well un- 
der way. Supplies by hundreds of tons 
are in transit: They will be carriei to 
the stricken provinces by vessels of the 
United States navy, and the represen- 
tatives of our government will see that 
the supplies reach those for whom they 
are intended. The relief is rather late 
in reaching its destination, Lut it is 


‘better late than not at all. 


The next step must be determined 
by events. The blowing up of our war- 
ship in Havana Harbor is an _ issue 
quite distinct from that of Cuban in- 
dependence, and should not he coen- 
founded with it. There is a strong sen- 
timent in Congress, ad througnodut *the 
country, favorable to the official rec- 
ognition of Cuban independence by this 
government. 
this. sentiment {is morally certain to 
assért itself in the near future. Span- 
ish sovereignty in Cuba is but lUltle 
more than an empiy name. It would 
be given the coup de grace by a for- 
mal recognition on our part of Cuban 
independence. That such action will 
be taken in the near future is more 
than probable. 

The motives of the United States

government; in the position it occupies, 
{is unagsailable.- We are actuated by no 
desire for conquest. We have no nar- 
tow or-selfish motives to subserve in 
this affair. The Anierican people are 
moved by a common and generous sen- 
timent of sympathy for the oppressed, 
and of admiration for the brave men 
who have battled so valiantly for their 
freedom. We do no: desire to annex 
Cuba, nor to interfere in any manner 
with the administration of its internal 
affairs.

We have 
listened to the appeals of her sutfer- 
ing.and starving people, until inaction 
has taken on the semblance.of a 
crime, and is not to be tolerated longer. 
History will vindicate the disinverest- 
edness, the loftiness, of our motives. 
lor the present we must vindicate our- 
elves, and must pursue our eours® in 
the face of all opposition, from Wwhat- 
ever source. 


The London Mail is of'the opinion 
that: “In America’s unprepared con- 
dition, Spain could inflict appalling 
damage. Neither could conquer the 
other,” etc. In the event of a ruction 
our esteemed English contemporary 
may be compelled to change its opin- 
ion as other esteemed English con- 
temporaries have about a good many:

STATIONERY. 


The Silent Messenger, But One Re- 
quiring Refinement. 

It is said that the handsomest labels 
accompany the poorest cigars, and that 
the swellest letter paper represents the 
most unreliable concerns, 

If this be true, then it conclusively 
shows that good labels and good let- 
ter paper occupy a most important po- 
sition in the conduct of business. 

A firm may not be known by its sta- 
tionery, but the appearance of the sta- 
tionery is of no mean importance, and 
goes some ways, if not a long ways, to- 
ward impressing the receiver with the 
character of the sender. 

Stationery can be a conglomeration 
of mixed-up art, and defeat the purpose 
for which it was intended. 

I have seen a letter head and Dill 
head and ecard, expensively gotten up, 
and yet reflecting the bad taste of the 
executor and the user. . 

The prime object of the printed mat- 
ter upon business stationery is to give 
the receiver the name, business and 
address of the sender. : 

All artisticness and all beauty of de- 
sign have but one object, and that is 
to set off, and the appearance of the 
three fundamental conditions—name, 
business, address. 

If the decoration is inartistic it is 
worthless; if the decoration injures the 
legibility, it is injurious. 

The name, the business and the ad- 
dress must be legible, and all else on 
the stationery must be subordinate to 
legibility. 

Avoid the use of fancy letters, diffi- 
cult of reading. 

If there is a capital “I’’ or “J’’ in the 
name, do not use any type resembling 
Old English. 

Do not. mix up typographical styles. 

Have all the lettering in some one 
character of style, varying the sizes 
to suit conditions, i 

Do not use seript for the address. 

Be sure to add the State. 

If your letters are signed by some in- 
dividual in connection with the fi or 
company name, see to it that this name 
appears on the letter head, so that the 
receiver can translate the bad hand- 
writing. 

The plain, simpze fetter head is much 
more artistic, and in much better taste 
than is the fancy letter head unless 
the decoration is truly artistic. 

In case of doubt, use plain type. 

The more elaborate the letter head 
the more careful must be its execu- 
tion.’ 

A poorly-printed type letter head is 
in better taste than is a fancy one 
fairly well executed. 


Do not make a billboard of your en- 


velop2. 

The mailing clerks have no time to 
read envelope-advertising. 

Put your name and address on the 
envelope, and these are enough. 

Your bill head is not an advertising 
medium, and do not try to make it so. 

Updén the bill head must be the firm 
name and business, and it is not ne- 
cessary to have much of anything else 
save the address and the terms of pay- 
ment. 

Do not put your board of directors 
and other useless’ information upon 
your bill heads. 

Have your bill head of regular size 
for convenient filing. 

Do not use odd-sized envelopes. » No. 
5 is small ‘enough and No. 6% large 
enough. 

There is no objection to printed pa- 
per, but preference should always be 
given to white paper. 

The business card should contain 
practically the same matter as appears 
on the letter heads. 

If it seems desirable to continu- 
ously present a trade mark, then have 
such trade mark ecarefuhy engraved in 


‘different sizes, and let it appear upen 


all the stationery with the exception of 
the envelope, although there is no par- 
ticular objection to its appearing on 
the envelope, provided it occupies a 
small space. 

if your lceal printer does not know 
how to set your stationery, send it. to 
some expert city printer. Obtain 
something which will be permanertly 
satisfactory:. have it electrotyped, and 
let your regular printer do the press 
work. 

Business stationery is the silent mes- 
senger from office to customer,-and it 
must be dressed in harmonious clothes.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. There 
are some new coons fin town—short, fat, 
roly-poly coons; little slim coons, with 
legs that wiggle and feet that twinkle;

dance—and they were all on deck at 
the Los Angeles Theater last nignt in 
Ernest Hogan's melodious and merry 
skit, which is rightly termed on the 
bills, three hours ut mirth and melody, 
called “At Jolly ‘Coon-ey’ Island.’’ 

The Troubadours, headed by Sissier- 
etta Jones (bBiack Fatti,) is truly a 
warm show—no other expression fits 


“the case except just plain warm, and 


it ranges all the way from real darky 
songs to grand opera’. intermingled 
Witn ballads of sentiment, some ex- 
(tacrdinarily clever bu k-dancing, and 
a cake walk that is wor.) the price of 
admission in itself. Mr. Hogan goes 
the ordinary tarce-comedy writer one 
better and spares his auditdr any at- 
tempt at a plot, but he has managed 
to put together a string of musical 
features which is as breezy as summer 
and as melodious as the colored gen- 
tleman and lady at home on the old 
plantation. The show opens with that 
rollicking coon song, ‘‘Hot Time in the 
Old Town,” by. the company, followed 
by “My Coal-Black Lady,” by Gus 
Hall; “fhree Little Pumpkin-Colored 
Coons,” the Misses Meredith, King and 
Carter; “Enjoy Yourself,” by Ernest 
Hogan; ‘‘Roxey Ann Dooley,’ by Jes- 
sie Mitchell; “Before She Fell,” by 
Alice Mackay; ‘Sally in Our Alley,” by 
Helen King. A quaint Japanese song 
and dance by the Sisters Meredith and 
Miss Mackay, some surpassingly good 
buck-dancing by Will Frazier and Jes- 
sie Williams, and a finale of the olio, 
which brings the curtain down in a 
whirlwind of applause. 

Black Patti, who appeared something 
like a year ago at the Orpheum, as 
will be remembered by local theater- 
goers, sang an aria by Verdi in a way 
to earn a double encore, presenting 
for the final number that world-wide 
favorite, ‘‘Suanee Ribber.’’ Miss Jones 
has a voice of great volume and range, 
and it shows excellent cultivation, 
though in the higher notes it it some- 
what metallic. She sings with rare 
ease, and has an excellent presence. 

The cake walk is a gem. There are 
seven couples, who compete for a 
gaudily-decorated cake, which cost as 
much as it would to buy a horse, and 
for rare high-stepping, artistic poses, 
graceful posturings and bows and 
courtesies that would do credit to a 
courtier of the middle ages or a grand 
lady of our forefathers’ time, it would 
be difficult to excel. The cake is to be 
awarded on Saturday night to the 
couple which has secured the most ap- 
plause during the week, and there is 
little doubt that the graceful pair who 
were singled out by the big crowd of 
onlookers last night for volleys of ap- 
plause that shook the theater, will fin- 
ally ‘‘take the cake.” 

Ernest Hogan, who comes next on 
the programme, is that rara “avis, a 
genuine darky comedian. He does a 
monologue as well as the very best of 
them, and sings a potpourri of coon 
songs with an artistic finish that is 
delightful. It is quite evident that Mr. 
Hogan is a young man who has ar- 
rived with something in the comedy 
line that is worth while. He had a 
royalreception last night, and earned it. 

As a finale’ the company presents a 
number of selections from grand and 
light opera, including the ‘“‘Ave Maria’ 
from “Cavalleria Rusticana,’’ and the 
great sextette from “Lucia,” the latter 
of which was so well sung as to be re- 
demanded, the curtain falling on a 
medley of national airs. “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” and a sight of Old 
Glory suspended from the flies gained 
a round of applause that our Spanish 
friends might not enjoy particularly at 
this time, but it was very stirring and 
well rounded out an evening of clean, 
bright amusement. 

The Troubadours will remain all the 
week, including a matinée on Satur- 
day afternoon. 


THE ORPHEUM. Vaudeville stars 
of the first magnitude make up the 
greater part of the new bill put on last 
night at the Orpheum. Again there are 
three new acts that leaves hardly any 
choice between them in matter of ex- 
cellence, and again the difference in 
character is so great that comparison 
is hardly possible. Quite the most 
unique and daring performane ever 


seen on the stage of the Orpheum is | 


the great equestrian act of M. Gautier 
and his two beautiful thoroughbreds. 
A circular platform is erected on iron 
Standards in the center of the stage, 
fully eight feet above the floor, and 
unguarded by rope or rail. A gangway 
extends into the wings, and up this is 
presently led a superb chestnut horse, 
saddled and bridled as if for a can- 
ter in the park. M. Gautier follows, 
springs into the saddle, and then be- 
gins a half-hour of breathless excite-' 
ment and vociferous applause on the 
part of the audience. It is an exhibi- 
ticn of matchless skill and daring, with 
enough of, peril added to inspire a 
wholesome respect, not only for the 
horsemanship of the rider, but for the 
wonderful intelligence and perfect 
training of the horse. After the chest- 
nut makes his bow and disavpears 
down the gangway, his place is taken 
by an equally-beautiful bay which an- 
swers to the name of Margot, and 
knows more than most people. Margot 
disdains saddle and rider, and prefers 
to run her own show, with such advice 
and assistance from M. Gautier as her 
ladyship sees fit to accept. Margot 
dances, on two legs and on four, prom- 
enades cannily around the extreme 
edge of the platform, and: does many 
other tricks that would look much 
safer on the ground. She is not to be 
disconcerted, either by her master or 
by the storms of applause from the 
front, and she actually seems to enjoy 
risking her silken neck and slim legs 
in every freak that occurs to her. The 
whole performance is a_ triumph of 
equine intelligence, as well as of hu- 
man patience and ingenuity. Very dif- 
ferent is the act which follows, and not 
at all dangerous., but the applause 
Which greeted jt was loud and long. 
Tilson and Errol are too well and fa- 
vorably known in Los Angeles to need 
any introduction, and. the reception 
given them last night testified abund- 
antly to the warmth of remembrance 
in which they are held. This time they 
have brought the cleverest of comedi- 
ettas, “A Tip on the Derby,” a skit so 
funny that people laughed until they 
were weary. There is not a dull line 
in the piece, nor one that even hints 
at riskiness. tt is thoroughly clean 
and jolly, and the house rose to it as 
one man, anc expressed its apprecia- 
tion with flowers: and a curtain call.

The Present Conflicting Lawaea Mast

An important point in the 
letter was the statement that the com- 
pany Will not include the Crystal 
Springs property in the improvements 
for which the city will have to pay. 

The City Attorney advised the Coun- 
cil that it would be unsafe to grant any 
more franchises until the existing laws 
are changed. There is a diréct conflict 
between two laws passed by the last 
Legislature, governing the granting 
franchises. 

The Council sustained the. Mayor's 
veto of the ordinance prohibiting oil 
wells within 400 feet of public schools. 

A resolution was adopted offering 
terms to the West Side Water Com- 
pany for supplying water for fire hy- 
drants in the annexed territory. 

PROTECTION FOR GRIFFITH 

PARK.,. 

A communication was received from 
G. J. Griffith suggesting that the Coun- 
cil appoint a special mounted police- 
man to protect Griffith .Park. He 
stated that there had been depreda- 
tions by timber-thieves and others, 

nd that- much timber had already 
een cut. Mr. Griffith said also that 

he numerous song birds found in the# 
park had been hunted by sportsmen. 

To prevent all such practices Mr. 
Griffith desired the Council to appoint 
a special officer. 

The letter was referred to the Park 
Commissioners. ° 

MAYOR'S VETO SUSTAINED. 

In accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the special committee ap- 
pointed last week, the Council sus- 
tained the Mayor's veto of the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the operation of oil 
wells within 400 feet of public schools, 

The other recommendations made by 
the committee heretofore published in 
The Times were adopted substantially 
as presented. In future special per- 
mits will be granted by the Counfil 
for stringing cables across the streets 
in the oil district. | 
FIRE PROTECTION IN THE AN- 

NEXED DISTRICT. 

The following report from the Fire 
and Water Committee was read: 

“Your Fire and Water Committee to 
whom was referred the resolution of 
your honorable body authorizing nego- 
tiations with the West Side Water 
Company looking to the providing of 
hydrants for adequate fire protection in 
the annexed territory, we beg to report 
that after several conferences in the 
matter, we recommend that the fol- 
lowing proposition be formally = sub- 
mitted to the said West Side Water 
Company, viz.: 

“That the city provide thirty hy- 
drants, to be placed in position by the 
West Side Water Company at the 
city’s expense, and that the city pay 
for the annual maintenance and use 
of said fire hydrants the sum of $40 
each, and that said number of hydrants 
be increased to forty, at the same rate 
per hydrant, and under the same 
terms for instituting said hydrants, as 
soon as pipes of said company of sufti- 
cient capacity are extended into the 
_territory where it is desirable to lo- 
cate new hydrants.” 

Mathuss objected to the adoption of 
this report, apparently believing that 
the city would compromise its rights 
by the proposed arrangement with the 
water company, but in this opinion the 
other Councilmen did not share. The 
report was adopted, Mathuss voting no. 
WIRES TO GO UNDER GROUND. 

Th+ following resolution, prepared hy 
the City Attorney, was presented ana 
ado ted: 

“Whereas, under the provisions of or- 
dinance No. —*it will be necessary to 
place under ground throughout the con- 
auit district the wires of the fire-alarm 
system ownca by the e‘ty, and, where- 
as, the above-mentioned wires are now 
suspended upon the poles of the Sunset

“Resolved; that the City Electrician 
be requested to report at once to the 
Fire and Water Committee, specifica- 
tions and estimate of cost of cables and 
fixtures requisite for placing said fire- 
alarm system under ground, exclusive of 
any consideration of expense of conduit 
requirements.” 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 
‘On the recommendation of the Fi- 
mance Committee the following trans- 
fers were made to the cash fund: $5000 
from the common school’ fund, $1606 
from the general sewer fund and $2000 
from the zanja fund of 1896-97. 

Ordinances of intention were adopted 
as follows: To establish the grade of 
Centennial street from Temple street 
to Court Circle; to establish the grade 
of Lebanon street from Sixth street to 
Seventh street; tovestablish the grade 
of Olive Court from Olive street east 
and north to its terminus. 

On motion. by Mathuss” the 
Engineer was instructed to prepare an 
ordinance of intention for the comstruc- 
tion of a six-foot cement sidewalk on 
both sides of Eighth street between 
Main street and Figueroa street. 

On motion by Ashman the City Engi- 
neer was instructed to prepare an ordi- 
nance of intention for a five-foot ce- 
ment sidewalk on Palmer avenue from 
Hemlock &treet to Central avenue. 

A petition asking that Pico street 
be opened to a width of eighty feet 
from Alvarado to Hoover street and 
thence to the western city limits, was 
referred to the City Engineer and the 
City Attorney, to prepare ordinance of 
intention.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Water Company’s Response to the 
Demand for an Inventory. =. 

The most important matter brought 
up at the afternoon session was a let- 
ter from the attorfieys of the water 
company, in reply to the Council's de- 
mand for an inventory of the com- 
pany’s improvements. The letter was 
as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) March 3, 1898. 

“W. E. Dunn, Esq., City Attorney— 
Dear sir: Yours of the l4th ult. has 
been submitted to us, together with 
the resolution of the Council to which 
it refers. We are not sure that we ex- 
actly understand what is intended by 
If reference is made to 
the property received by the Los An- 
geles City Water Company, we would 
remind you that the contract itself re- 
quired the replacing of the wooden 
pipes with iron pipes, which was done 
nearly thirty years ago,-and that the 
remainder of the old city water works 
have long since gone to decay, and have 
been replaced, improved and extended 
by the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany; and the work so done consti- 
tutes improvements under the con- 
tract, and there is nothing in the hands 
of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany in the shape of water works re- 
ceived from the city. 

“If the reference is to the works con- 
structed by the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, we would remind you that 
both the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company and the Los Angeles 
City Water Company furnished a 
schedule to the Water Supply Com- 
mittee of the City Council of all their 
nearly a year ago, and 
which said properties were examined 
by the City Engineer, and all the in- 
formation that we possessed was given 
to the Engineer and Water Supply 
Committee at that time. Since that 
time some additional improvements 
have been made. We have also. or 
could quickly, compile in general terms 
a complete list or inventory of all the 
property of both companies, but have 
supposed ttfat the city was in full pos- 
session of all those things. It fs but 
recently that we have entered into a 
stipulation with you in the United 
States court concerning the pipes, fire 
hydrants and reservoirs of the Los An- 
geles City Water Company. If, how- 
ever, the meaning of the resolution is 
that the Council desires specific 
Staiement from us of our claims under 
the terms of the contract, or, rather. 
of what we claim is not under the 
terms of the contract, we would answer 
that the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company is the owner of cer- 
tain lands, rights-of-way, waters and 
water rights and conduits which we 
claim are not improyements under the 
terms of the: contract, -but. constitute 
the property of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company. However, 
it has never been our intention to raise 
any hair-splitting distinctions on the 
meaning of the term . ‘improvements,’ 
as used in the contract. ~It would 
doubtless be a matter of interpretation 
were we disposed to make any contro- 
versy about it, and that interpretation 
could be made as well by you as by us, 
and we suppose that the interpretation 
of neither party to the contract would 
be conclusive upon the other: but it 
has always been our desire to avoid 

y question of that kind, and to say 
to the Council again, as we have said 
before, that we are ready to sell all of 
the property of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company and of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company upon 
receiving adequate compensation. 

“Finally, if any further or more spe- 
cifle information is: desired, we will 
supply the same to the best of our abil- 
ity, but request that inquiries regard- 
ing the same be as definite as prac-

ticable, as, with the exception of im- 
provements made since the schedule 
was furnished you, we are not aware 
of any property belonging to either 
company..of which you have. not al- 
ready a detailed statement.

The City Attorney, in commenting 
upon this communication, said that it 
was a very satisfactory reply to the 
city’s demand, as it gave the desired 
information as to the extent of the 
company’s claim. 

AN IMPOSSIBLE TASK. 

The City Attorney then took up the 
matter of the report of the special com- 
mittee on mountain water supply. This 
report was referred last week to the 
City Attorney and the City Engineer, 
that they might report respectively 
upon the title to the property and the 
probable cost of each of the three plans 
of mourtain water supply proposed by 
the committee. 
Mr. Dunn said that it would take 
the undivided time of an attorney for a 
month to investigate the titles of the 
property invelved in each scheme. He 
had heen told by the City Engineer that 
the engineering work necessary to esti- 
mate the cost would take at least four 
months. For these reasons Mr. Dunn 
suggested that the Council should fix 
upon some one of the three plans and. 
then look into the question of title 
and cost. 

Some discussion. followed, no 
action was taken upon the suggestions 
of the City Attorney. : 

NO ‘MORE. FRANCHISES. 

There are several applications for 
franchises now pending. before the 
Council and all‘ of them received ‘a 
body blow yesterday. 

The Board of Public Works presented 
the following report upon two of these 
applications: 

“In the matter of petition from J. W. 
Hinton asking that a franchise be 
granted for the construction of aneelec- 
tric railway on Alvarado, Hoover and 
other streets; protest from F. A. Whor- 
ton et al. and from A. T. Elwell etal. 
against the granting of said franchise; 
also petition from J..M. Thompson ask- 
ing that a franchise be granted for the 
construction of an electric street rail- 
way on Downey avenue and Mission 


road, on account of the condition of the 


law governing franchises, your board 
herewith respectfully‘returns said peti- 
tions and protests to-your honorable 
body without recommendation.” 
The reason for this recommendation 
was explained by the City Attorney. 
He said that there are now in force two 
laws goverhing the granting of fran- 
chises, and their provisions are directly 
contradictory. Both laws were passed 
at the last session of the Legislature. 
The Mead act. was passed first, but 
the other act was passed only a few 
days later, and both received the Gov- 
ernor’s signature.

WORKED TOO MANY HOURS, 


A Deputy Zanjero Suing the City for 
Pay for Extra Time. 

In a suit tried yesterday before Judge 
Van Dyke, J. Clark seeks to recover 
from the city payment for hours worked 
over time during the term of his em- 
ployment as deputy zanjero.

Mrs. Hunter concluded that her boys 
had grown beyond her control, and 
sent them to the Orphans’ Home in this 
city. Even that institution, however, 
proved entirely inadequate to contain 
these two precious scamps. They were 
at first captivated by their surround- 
ings, but soon grew tired of the place 
and one morning at 3 o’clock got up, 
crept downstairs in their bare feet, and 
took French leave. 

They had reached the eastern out- 
skirts of the city and were walking 
along hand in hand just about day- 
light, when a policeman, surprised to 
see such small boys out so early, ac- 
costed them and inquired where they 
were going. Ernest replied that a man 
whom he did not know had brought 
him and his brother away: from . Po- 
mona the day before to take a ride 
on the train. He had left them at 
Arcade Depot and said that he would 
soon return. They waited a long time 
and finally went to sleep. When they 
awakened and he still had not returned 
they decided to walk back. Couldn’t 
the policeman put them on the train 
and send them back to Pomona? And 
then Ernest proceeded to emphasize his 
story by a pitiful burst of crying. 

The policeman took the little boys to 
the Police Station and expected to put 
the detectives and police force to work 
on a mysterious kidnaping afiair. 
Ernest’s story was soon exploded, how- 
ever, for before he arrived the clerk 
at the station had been notified by the 
matron at the Orphans’ Home to look 
out for two runaway boys. When 
Ernest saw that the falsity of his story 
had been discovered, he cried again 
and promised to be a good boy in the 
future if the policeman would not lock 
him up behind the big iron bars. 

He: soon. forgot his promises, how- 
ever, for during the next few weeks he 
ran away from the Orphans’ Home 
several times and got used to being 
locked up in jail. The matron finally 
decided that she was as helpless as 
the mother of the two boys, and sent 
the youngsters home. His experience 
in the city did not do Ernest-any good 
and since his return to Pomona, in ad- 
dition to running away, has picked up 
a bad habit of appropriating things 
which do not belong to him. As a last 
resort, it was decided to send him to 
the Whittier school, as: the only place 
where he can obtain proper’ training. 
When Ernest’s (history was iold to 
Judge Smith he did not hesitate to 
commit the boy, young as he is, to 
the State’s institution. 


BARTHLEMAN’S EXECUTION. 


The Date Will be Reset by Judge 
Smith 


Judge Smith signed an order yester- 
day directing Sheriff Burr to bring 
John H. Barthleman, convicted of 
murderin his wife, back from San 
Quentin,‘in order that the date of his 
execution may be again set. The re- 
mititur from the Supreme Court de- 
nying the appeal and affirming the 
judgment of the trial court, was re- 
ceived yesterday morning. 

Barthleman was convicted of murder 
by a jury in Department One, and his 
punishment fixed at death. On Febru- 
ary 10, 1897, Judge Smith sentenced him 
to be hanged. An appeal to the Su- 
preme Court was taken, and this was 
pending nearly a year. It is now neces- 
sary to set a new date of execution.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


WILL PASS EITHER THIS SESSION 
OF CONGRESS OR NEXT. 


Large Items Transferred to Sundry 
Civil Bill Which also Provides 
for Continunnee of San 
Pedro Harbor Work. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

BAKERSFIELD, Maren -7.—Excla- 
sive Dispatch.] A young man wearing 
one arm in a sling, had another tale 
of robbery to add to the list this morn- 
ing. According to his story to the cor- 
respondent, he was walkins alorg the 
track between Famosa and Jewetta 
when he was suddenly set upon by two 
men. who had been hiding behind a 
pile of ties, and rifled of his valuables 
and about $15 in cash. 

One of the men aimed a vicious blow 
at his head witha club, but by spring- 
ing aside he received it on his right 
arm. His assailants kicked and beat’ 
him almost into insensibility, and when 
he recovered sufficently to rise, they 
had gone. He made his way to Bak- 
ersfield and reported the facts to the 
police. 


RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Californians Sny it Will Pass This 
Session or Next, 
{ASSOCIATED PR&SS DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, March 7.—Robert T. 
Devlin. who, -with J. M. Gleaves of 
Redding, and J. A. Buell of Stockton, 
has been in Washington in the inter- 
ests of legislation for the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento rivers and their tribu- 
taries, has returned, and, in an inter- 
view in the Bee today, says that the 
River and Harbor Bill will be passed 
at either this session of Congress or 
the next, beginning in December. Sev- 
eral of the large items that have hith- 
erto gone into the River and Harbor 
Bill, are this vear taken care of in the 
Sundry Civil Bill, which provides, 
among other things, for the continu- 
ence of work at Oakland and San Pe- 
dro harbors. 

By placing these items in the Sundry 
Civil Bill, the River and Harbor Bill 
will be lightened to that extent, and 
will enable the Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors to report a bill carrying 
a larger appropriation than would be 
possible if it also had to provide for 
the harbor work, which appropriations 
will be made in the Sundry Civil Bill. 

Mr. Devlin stated that’the chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Hooker, is per- 
sonally familiar with the necessity for 
the improvement of the rivers, and 
has so expressed himself, and that 
there can be no question but hat when 
the River and Harbor Bill is reported 
to the House, approvriations will be 
made for the improvement of the Sac- 
ramento River, in accordance with the 
recommendations of the engineers. 

Mr. Devlin further stated that the 
engineers have not yet reported plans 
for the building of dams or restraining 
barriers, and until such a report is 
made, Congress cannot take any action 
in relation to such matters. It: is un- 
derstood further that the laws of Con- 
gress, prohibiting hydraulic mining, 
will not be amended in ahy particular. 


BIG SALE OF WINE. 
Charles A. Wetmore Discusses th 
Present Conditions, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7.—A wide- 
spread interest in the present condition 
of the wine industry in California has 
been developed through the announce- 
ment by the Associated Press of the 
sale of a large quantity of wine at 8: 
cents a gallon. In an interview today 
with Charles A. Wetmore, one of the 
most prominent of the California viti- 
culturists, whose reputation as an ex- 
pert wineman is well Known, and 
whose products have received the high- 
est awards both in this country and in 
Europe, Wetmore said: 

“The sale of 240,000 gallons at from & 
to 9 cents per gallon to the California 
Wine Association, a syndicate of 
wholesale dealers, was only a forced 
sale of property sold under execution 
to a bank, and does not indicate that 
the market is vnermanently broken. 
This sale has been made use of by 
brokers or wholesale wine speculators 
to break the prices of large lots of 
wines of the last vintage, some of 
which, by reason of the financial dis- 
tress of producers, has to be sold be- 
fore they are fit for consumption. A 
union of the country wine-makers has 
been formed to prevent any long-con- 
tinued depression, and it is safe to say 
that not more than 10 per cent. of the 
last vintage will be suffered to go off 
at a sacrifice of cost of production. 

“Nearly all the choice wines of the 
State are in country cellars and will 


mot be sold until remunerative prices | 


are restored. Efforts ‘are .now being 
made to bring distant consumers and 
dealers into direct communication with 
country producers, who are also dis- 
tributers, and with city merchtns who 
deal in straight goods. The old style of 
mixing the products of all wine districts 
in San Francisco cellars and cheapen- 
ing compounds by utilizing in such 
mixtures material which is only fit for 
distillations will continue only so long 
as the trade encourages a ruinous com- 
petition in prices, and consumers fail 
to demand better grades, which can 
always be supplied at fair prices if they 
insist upon being supplied with better 
goods. 

“Quotations of prices for large cellars 
of new wines are misleading to the pub- 
lic, if it is not understood that only the 
cheapest common wines are so quoted 
and that before they are offered for 
distribution considerable additional ex- 
penses of removal, Storage, treatment 
and cooperage must be incurred. Such 
prices are available only to a few 
speculators who have large storage 
facilities, capital and expensive 
distributing agencies. Fine .§ wines 
are never quoted jin large bulk 
but are subject to private nego- 
tiations, according to quality, age and 
condition. The wine districts Vary .in 
quality and style of products as they 
do im Europe and their distinctive qual- 
ities will not be generally known until 
the trade is supplied directly from the 
distributors in the distri¢éts which have 
peculiar characteristics. The best illus- 
tration of the present confusion in 
handling the new wines which can now 
be bought, is the present loading of a 
ship with wines for Hamburg. The 
agent who came here for this purpose. 
is paying for new Wines without coper- 
age, from 11 to’ 12% cents per gallon, 
while city speculators are refusing to 
take them at & cents. 

“The impression that there is an over- 
production or unmanageable supply, is 
proved to the contrary by a month's

hard work of careful investigation. 
There is an actual deficit in wine sup- 
ply. The annual consumption of Cali- 
fornia wines’ is now about twenty-two 
million gallons. There is not more 
than 3,000,000 gallons of winés one year 
old in the hands of the wholesale deal- 
ers, and not more than 6,000,000 gallons 
in the hands of the producers. The 
last vintage was a large one, but when 
ready for market it will have been re- 
duced by distillation of poor material 
and evaporation so that it will scarcely 
supply one year’s demand, and the next 
vintage will, without the slightest 
doubt, be far short of the necessary 
demand. It is reported that some 
wholesale dealers. are even already 
shipping East the new wines which are 
unwholesome, rather than to purchase 
the older wines at fair priees. it is in 
the power of consumers to prevent this 
kind of warfare for cheap prices, by 
demanding better qualities and show- 
ing their willingness to pay fair prices.”

Sheep Will Be in Demand, 


The Drovers’ Journal says that the 
scarcity of the sheep in the East is zo0- 
ing to make the demand decidedly pbet- 
ter during the next few months, and 
those who are extensively engaged in 
feeding western sheep will not be sorry 
to learn of this increased demand. A 
few years ago shipments of sheep to 
eastern markets were heavy, but died 
out almost entirely when nearly every 
farmer in the Atlantic States turned his 
attention to the business. The conse- 
quent overproduction and the decline in 
the price of wool gave the industry 
such a setback that sheep were al- 
lowed to decrease until now the quon- 
‘dam demand is springing up again. 
The prosperity which the sheep busi- 
ness is enjoying at present will once 
more @ncourage extensive breeding, so 
this eastern demand is probably only 
temporary at best.

SPAIN’S WEAKNESS. 


AN IMPRESSIVE ARRAY OF FACTS 
AND FIGURES. 


Her Territorial Area, Population, 
Army and Navy, and Her Stag- 
wering Debt—For a Century She 
lins Been Waging Losing Wars. 


[Correspondence Boston Globe, Feb. 27:) 

Some people seem to have taken up 
with the idea that the question of a 
war with Spain rests with us, but in a 
calmer moment they must see their 
error. 

Except against a foe in arms, war 
never is the first_resort of any civilized, 
nation. There always is a peaceable 
alternative. Until that has been pro- 
posed and rejected war, the most costly 
and doubtful means of redressing a 
grievance, remains in abeyance. 

To be sure, if it were possible to 
imagine that the naval board of in- 
quiry into the destruction of the Maine 
should obtain irrefragable evidence 
that the Spanish government itself de- 
liberately inspired the explosion, then 
we would be able to imagine a situa- 
tion, and the only situation. in which 
there would be no alternative for war. 
But in that case, as well as in every 
other conceivable event, Spain would be 
the aggressor, for her assault upon the 
Maine would be regarded as an overt 
act of war, to which we could respond 
only in kind. If, however, and even 
this is not the most probable outcome, 
the investigation should connect Span- 
ish officials with the perpetration of 
the offense without implicating the re- 
sponsible authorities of the Spanish 
government, presumably we would not 
declare war upon Spain any more than 
we declared war upon Chile, when some 
persons in Chilean uniform murdered 
several sailors on an American war 
vessel. 

At that time we offered the govern- 
ment at Santiago its choice of atoning 
for.the deed in money or blood. No 
doubt we would make the same offer 
to Spain, with the additional demand, 
I hope, that she betake herself from our 


pose us to the peril of her desperate 
and interminable quarrels with Cuba. 
But whether our sailors and our ship 
were sacrificed by her fanatics or by 
her cruel negligence in inviting the 
Maine to anchor over a hidden volcano, 
we are entitled to exact of her heavy 
punitive damages and future security 
from further trouble, which security 
she can give only by retiring from 
Cuba forever. 

The rejection of these two proposi- 
tions by the government of Spain can 
be predicated only upon our lack of 
faith in Spanish intelligence. Here lies 
the terrible chance of war—a war as 
distasteful to American sentiment as it 
would be hopeless to the Spanish arms. 
It is needless to protest that our peo- 
ple are averse to a war with anyone. 
The world observes with wonder the 
fact, unparalleled in the history of any 
other strong people, whose records are 
treasured in history, that in a hundred 
years we have had but two foreign 
wars, and one of them really was noth- 
ing more than a continuation of the 
revolution, by which we established our 
independence. Not within the memory 
of men of middle age, have we warred 
with another country. 


“We fight like devils and lose like 
gods,” rejoices Sefior Castelar, the 
Spanish statesman. If the leaders of 
Spain are possessed by such an unrea- 
soning infatuation, well may we dis- 
trust the judgment of the rank and file. 
There are about 18,000,000 people in 
the peninsular kingdom, or one-fourth 
as many As there are in this country. 

The nominal strength of the Spanish 
army is 120,000 soldiers, but at the out; 
break of the Cuban war she had only 
80,000 men. Now she is maintaining an 


army of about 330,000 at home and 


abroad. 
Every Spaniard, beginning with his 
twentieth year, is required to be 
enrolled as a soldier for twelve 
years, only three of which, how- 
ever, are passed in the active army. 
By paying $300 a conscript may pur- 
chase his release, and from this source 
alone the government derives a revenue 
of nearly $3,000,000 a year, even in time 
of peace, and now the sum amounts to 
about $6,000,000. 
Military authorities agree that the 
Spanish soldier, individually, is brave, 
but the Spanish army is regarded as the 
most inglorious in all Europe. It has 
the record for more surrenders and less 
fighting than any other military body 
this side of China. 
Every European nation which has 
fought the Spaniards has won, and be- 
sides, Spain has been defeated by Mex- 
ico, Ecuador, San Domingo, Bolivia and 
Colombia and twice by Peru and Chili. 
In fact she has not prevailed against 
any white foe in all the course of the 
nineteenth century, a period which, by 
the way, has seen no less than twenty- 
one revolutions in Spain herself. 
A fifteenth of the population of Spain, 
it is asserted, are members of the no- 
bility, but 70 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation cannot either read or write. A 
million of the people are not Spaniards 
at all, but are gypsies, and descendants 
of the ancient Iberians and Moors, who 
in turn ruled the country ages ago. 
More than 73 per cent. of the popula- 
tion live on farms, only 5 per cent. are 
engaged in the manufactures, and there 
are but half a dozen places with a 
population exceeding 100,000. 
In territorial area Spain is a third 
smaller than the State of Texas, which 
she once possessed. Moreover, only 55 
per cent. of her land is under cultiva- 
tion. Except along the coast, irrigation 
is necessary to grow the vines and trees 
Which produce most of her crops. 
Tae Spanish farmer as a rule still 
has only a wooden plow, a pointed stick 
shod with iron and crossed with another 
stick, which serves as a share. There 
are few roads, the back of the mule 
bearing nearly all the burden of trans- 
portation. There are 28,000 miles of 
steam railway, but few oavigable 
rivers. 

The country simply has been dry- 
nursed through the centuries by the 
royal cormorants, who have rioted in 


the substance of the people, whom 
they have regarded and treated as 
savages. 


If the Spanish people are penniless, 
the government of Spain is worse off, 
for it has contrived by devious means 
to get largely in the debt of the banks 
of Spain, the money-lenders of London, 
Paris and 9ntwerp. The national rebt 
eighteen years ago was two billion and 
a half. By treading some royal road 
to bankruptcy and the poor debtors’ 
court, the government scaled this debt 
down one-half, or to a sum only $300,- 
000,000 more than the debt of our own 
country. 

Besides this, the debt of Cuba, which 
Spain had contracted in her vain en- 
deavor to suppress the ten-years’ war 
in that isiand between 1868 and 1878, 
Was $170,000,000. The Cuban revenues 
paid the interest on this latter debt, 
amounting to. $6,000,000. yearly, but 
Spain always has had to borrow in or- 
der to pay the interest charged on her 
own debt. | 

I am now speaking of Spain before 
the beginning of the present war in 
Cuba, whither since February, 1895, the 
government at Madrid has sent 270,000 
troops, and has added to her naval 
equipment besides. To do these things, 
fully half a dozen loans have been 
added to the Cuban debt, until it has 
reached a total of $600,000,000, while the 
revenues of the island have been cut in 
two by the strife there. 

A popular loan at Madrid brought in 
less than $3,000,000. Most of the money 
raised at home has been, by forced 
loans from the Bank of Spain; which, 


as fast as it gives money to the gov- 


ernment, issues paper money to. the

Other loans have been floated in Mad- 
rid by pledging the public revenues, 
which usually aggregate $175,000,000, 
$50,000,000 of which comes from excises, 
stamp taxes and certain government 
monopolies; $50,000,000 from taxes on 
land and trade; $25,000,000 from taxes 
on salaries of public officials and from 
the fees for registration which must be 
paid by every one who wishes to pass 
from one place to another, and re,

far as possible. 

I believe Spain has been unable to 
negotiate among unsentimental 
money-lenders of Paris and London 
ay loan since the openig year of the 
Cuban rebellion. Lately she secured 
$40,000,000 from Rothschild at Paris 
by turning over to him the rich quick- 
silver mines which belong to the gov- 
ernment, 

It is understood now that everything 
within reach of the crown has been 
pawned or sold, andthe treasury is 
largely i arrears to employés. It was 
publicly confessed last summer that 
the soldiers had not been paid in full 
for many months, and El Imparcial, a 
newspaper in Madrid, stated within a 
-year that of 35,000 soldiers in the hos- 
pitals of Cuba, 15,000 were there solely 
oe they had not had enough to 

In the province of Seville alone the 

treasury owes $1,600,000 to the public 
school teachers, and two teachers have 
been arrested for begging in the streets 
of Malaga. 
Two naval vessels ordered by Spain 
of English ship-builders are lying on 
the Clyde in default of the cash for 
their construction, while several other 
vessels are in Spanish ship yards in 
an unfinished state, because the gov- 
ernment canont pay for them. Unde- 
niably the Spanish navy, in respect to 
first-class ships is somewhat superior 
to our own, but with an empty treas- 
ury and a lack of credit their effect- 
iveness in war is very doubtful. 

The London Statist long ago went on 
record with the assertion that soonor 
or later “Spain will have to acknowl- 
edge what is simple truth; that she is 
bankrupt.”” During the year 1897 Span- 
ish bonds fluctuated on the London 
Stock Exchange between 58 and 64. 

When the Senate a good while ago 
adopted a resolution in favor of the 
recognition jof Cuban belligerency, 
Spanish securities fell in Madrid itself 
160 centimes, Cuban debentures 770 and 
the shares of the Bank of Spain fell 
500 centimes. Where would they go if 
actual hostilities should be declared 
between the two countries? 

If Spain cannot borrow now on the 
chance of winning Cuba ad has been 
compelled to mortgage all the resources 
of her treasuy, where on earth could 
she raise a cent on the chance that 
she would triumph in a war with the 
United States? And it is money that 
— the mare go, and the war horse, 
too. 


SIGSBEE AND HIS MEN. 


The Pathetic Visit of the Captain 
of the Maine. 


[Havana dispatch to New |. York 
Sun:] When the work of the divers 
was over, Capt. Sigsbee went to the 
hospital of San Ambrosio to visit the 
wounded who remain there. They are 
John Heffron, D. Shea, F. D. Cahill, 
Paul Loftus, William Mattison, J. W. 
Allen (colored,) George Coehler and F. 
C. Holtzer. 
The last named man is delirious and 
in a desperate condition. It was said 
by the doctors that he can hardly live 
more than a few hours. 
It was one of the most pathetic 
scenes since the terrible catastrophe 
took place. Capt. Sigsbee could not re- 
strain his emotion at the sight of his 
suffering and dying sailors. They wel- 
comed him with evidences of great 
respect and affection. 
The captain remained some minutes 
at the bedside of each of the sailors 
and talked to them, asking» them ques- 
tions about the disaster. Only three 
were able to recall any details. 
The others all declared that the affair 
was like a nightmare, and that they re- 
member only being in the water, in the 
boats, or in the hospital. 
Coehler, though delirious, had a few 
quiet moments when he recognized the 
captain. He stared at him, took both 
his hands, and said: 
“Captain, don’t leave me here, I know 
that the Maine is going to New Or- 
leans. For God’s sake, captain, don’t 
leave me in Havana, don’t leave me 
here. I feel strong enough io make the 
trip and perform all my duties.” 
The captain, with great emotion, an- 
swered him: 
“I promise you that when the Maine 
leaves Havana I will take you with 
me.”’ 
The poor sailor then lay back on the 
eg his emaciated face bright with 
ope. 
‘Coehler, in the opinion of the doctors, 
will die. 

Holtzer, who is also in a grave con- 
dition, said: ; 

“How do you do, captain? Pardon 
me, captain, if I cannot shake hands. 
I dont know where they are. These 
fellows here say that they are all 
broken. I am very sorry, captain, that 
you lost your ship and your sailors.’ 
The captain thanked him and added: 
“You chose the wrong captain this 
time, my boy.” 

“Oh, no, no, captain,’”’ was the gen- 
eral answer from ‘ail the beds. 

All the wounded sailors asked Capt. 
Sigsbee to call again and not to forget 
them. 

When he left the room the captain’s 
eyes were filled with tears. It is the 
first time since the disaster that the 
correspondent has seen him in such 
emotion. He soon recovered himself, 
and asked an American reporter who 
speaks Spanish, to be his interpreter 
while he talked to Dr. ‘Munoz Egru- 
ren, who is the physician in charge of 
the hospital. 

“I thank, you doctor,’ said he for 
the care you are taking of my poor 
sailors.”’ 

The doctor answered that he was 
only doing his duty. 


The Thirteenth Juror. 


{Baltimore American:] The thirteenth 
juror, provided for in a bill introduced 
in the Maryland Senate by President 
Randall, ought to prove a very valua- 
ble man, if the passage of the measure 
should give him a chance to show what 
he can do. .It is no rare occurrence in 
important trials for a juryman to be 
taken. ill and to make a wholly new 
trial necessary, putting the court, the 
attorneys and the witnesses to a large 
amount of extra labor and the State to 
a double expense. Under the provi- 
sions of Senator Randall's measure, 
whenever a case is to be tried before 
a jury in which the crime charged is 
punishable with death, or in which, 
whether criminal or civil, the court 
deems it probable that the trial is 
likely to be a protracted one, the court 
may enter an order for a reserve juror. 
This juror is to sit with the other 
twelve, hear all the evidence, but is to 
take no part in the jury's deliberations 
or in the rendering of the verdict un- 
less one of the panel dies or becomes 
physically incapacitated during the 
trial. If such a thing should occur, 
however, the thirteenth juryman is to 
step into the vacant chair and act with 
the same power as the other eleven. 

The plan may, at first glance, seem 
to be a novel one, but it has many 
features to commend it. The expense 
of the reserve juror would be very 
small compared with the exnense of 
mistrials and of new trials, made nec- 
essary by those sudden attacks of ill- 
ness to which jurors are liable, and 
which are, no doubt, frequently caused 
by overcrowded and badly-ventilated 
courtrooms. In view of this, Senator 
Randall's plan is certainly worth a 
careful study, andthethirteenth juror 
may yet become a permanent factor in

Night Dispatches Condensed. 


The steamship Havel, sailing for Europe 
from New: York today, will take out 35,000 
ounces of silver. 

A Prague cablegram says there has been 
renewed rioting between the German and 
Czech students.

Paul to the Pacific Coast. The Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern will meet 
the rates between St. Paul and the Pacific 
Coast. The new rates to the coast will 
then be $20 first-class and $10 second-class 
from St. Paul to Puget Sound. The cut to 
the East is $2 below before the former re- 
duced price. 

At the annual meeting at New York yes- 
terday of the Commercial Cable Company 
John W. Mackay was reélected. The net 
revenue of the company for the year, above 
all interests on bonds and other like charges 
was $405,340. 

At Wesley, R. I., an attempt was made to 
start the Rock cotton mill after six weeks 
idleness, but only fifty of the strikers re- 
turned to work.

The Swedish and Norwegian commiitees of 
the Union of Scandinavia reported to Parlia- 
ment yesterday. The Swedish committee rec- 
ommends a common Foreign Minister, who 
can be a Swede or a Norwegian, but not a 
member of Parliamcnt. The Swedish com- 
mittee also proposes the creation of a foreign 
council of state, to be composed cf ten Swedes 
and two Norwegians, that the foreign min- 
ister be impeachable before the Supreme 
Court of the United Kingdom, and that, 
finally, the diplomatic and consular report be 
common in both countries. A majority of the 
Norwegian committee recommends that each 
country contribute toward the expenditure 
of the foreign ministry in proportion to the 
population of both countries for fifteen years, 
and then that each country be entitled to 
demand a dissolution of the consular union.

FREIGHT RATE ON CITRUS 
FRUITS. Having succeeded in — ob- 


taining an adequate duty on citrus 
fruits, the orange and lemon-growets 
of Southern California are now se- 
riously agitating the question of  ob- 
taining a reduction in the freight 
rates now charged to eastern points, 
which they maintain are excessive, 

A joint meeting of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, the local fruit 
associations, and the Shippers’ Asso- 
ciation, has been called to meet at 
‘the Chamber of Commerce rooms on 
Thursday, at 2 p.m., to discuss the 
Question of asking for a reduction in 
existing rates. 

In a communication from the 
Diego County 


San 
Packers’ and Shippers’ 
Association, to the agent of the 
Southern California Railway Com- 
pany, at San Diego, the assertion is 
made that, white the mew tariff law. 
has resulted in curtailing importa- 
tions, still the financial condition of 
the country is such that the consump- 
tion of citrus fruits has fallen off 
largely, while the markets. are «still 
declining. The association asserts that 
Southern California has at least 3000 
carloads. of seediings still on the trees, 
half of which will not be shipped un- 
less the market improves, or the rail- 
roads come to the rescue. It is shown 


that since the tariff law went into: 


effect Atlantic-ocean rates on im- 
ported citrus fruits have been reduced 
one-third, while at the same time rail- 
road fruit rates from New York to 
Chicago have been reduced on the 
- quiet, by means of rebates and other- 
wise, one-fourth, which together means 
25 cents per box advantage to the 
foreign growers, thus largely nullify- 
ing the result of the new tariff. 

In regard to lemons, the association 
Says that scores of carloads have 
fone to waste during the past two 
months, while nearly 200,000 boxes of 
foreign lemons are afloat for this coun- 
try. Trainloads of citrus fruit. are 
shipped by steamer, although’ the 
coast markets on the north have been

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

ATTRACTING PURCHASERS. San 
Francisco has been successfully work- 
ing a plan which was proposed by The 
Times for Los Angeles last year, but 
met with objections in some quarters. 
The success of the annex movement of 
the Manufacturers’ and Producers’ As- 
sociation of California in bringing buy- 
ers to San Francisco last fall has en- 
couraged another and _ similar effort 
which will be inaugurated on the 16th 
of this month. It will be known as 
the Manufacturers’ and Wholesalers’ 
League, and while differing in some de- 
tails from the previous plan, it will be 
on a broader and more. liberal basis. 

The Call thus explains the plan that 
is being worked out in San Francisco: 

“The Call reviewed the autumn move- 
ment fully at the time, when it was 
shown that the merchants of San 
Francisco who had participated in it 
had been benefited largely at a trifling 
cost, and that it had accomplished 
much in the advertising of the city as 
a depot for manufacturing supplies and 
merchandise, superior to the eastern 
market. It was the activity of eastern 
drummers that caused the Manufac- 
turers’ and Producers’ Association to 
cast about for some way to stop the 
diversion of trade from this city and to 
induce the buyers of the Coast and ad- 
joining States to recognize the advan- 
tages offered here. 

“Now-the buyers are to be given a re- 
turn ticket to their homes free, as last 
time, but a wider territory is to be cov- 
ered and a much more extended list 


of local houses will be embraced in the 
directory of firms, from any of whom 
goods may be purchased to secure the 
ticket. Zransportation is offered over 
more roads and a more pliant and at- 
tractive agreement made with the in- 
tending travelers. 

“The management of the Manufar- 
turers’ and Wholesalers’ League has 


‘been at work for several months per- 


fecting the arrangements for the pres- 
ent campaign and obtaining the necea- 
sary concessions from the railroad and 
steamship companies.

NEW YORK, March 7.—The relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain caused 
apprehension in all circles in Wall street. to- 
day. ‘hat there were large sales of securities 
by timid holders for the purpose of concert- 
ing them into actual money was doubtless 
true. but a large portion of the selling was 
due to the liquidation of speculative holdings, 
which have been strongly held through pre- 
vious declines, but which were thrown Over 
today to realize what they would bring. There 
were palpable maneuvérs also by the beans 
to force the lowest possible range of quota- 
tiens at the opening, and their offerings to 
force down prices and their purchases at the 
decline to cover up no small portion of the 
day's business. In this connection it is in- 
teresting to note that the opening sales of 
Burlington were reported at from 90% to 89%, 
and this quotation was not corrected until the 
close of the market, when it was canceled 
with the explanation that the sales reported 
were of St. Paul at those quotations, and not 
of Burlingten. Instead of a break in Bur- 
lington of 4% at the opening, that stock's 
extreme decline from Saturday's close was %. 
Louisville was at one time four points off, 
its weakness developing later in the day. New 
York Central showed a loss of 3% at the 
opening. Otherwise the extreme declines in 
the railroad list were restricted between one 
and three points. Losses in the specialties 
were great, Metropolitan falling 8 points, 
Sugar 5', and Manhattan 3's. The shorts were 
quicE to cover at the decline, and a rally 
of one to three points was almost instantan- 
eous, the buying to cover short contracts was 
attributed to Washington sources, with other 
aggressive sellers in the latter part of last 
week, London was a heavy seller of stock 
here during the* morning, the sales for that 
account being estimated at 40,000 shares, Lon- 
don’s pessimistic view of values was as much 
influenced by the threatening outlook in 
China and the dispute in the Niger region as 
by the Cuban question. Local operators were 
quick to decide that no damage was threat- 
ened to American securities by this complica- 
tion, and this encouraged the absorption of 
London offerings. Later in the day the intro- 
duction of Mr. Cannon's bill to appropriate 
$50,000,000 for national defense, and the pas- 
sage of the Hawley bill providing for two new 
artillery regiments renewed the early weak- 
ness, and forced prices again to the lowest. 
The latter break was freer from bear manip- 
ulation, and! represented more liquidation. 
than the earlier one. The decision favoring 
the railroads in the maximum-freight-rate 
case was almost ignored, and the news that 
Spain had withdrawn its request for Consul- 
General Lee's recall, although somewhat more 
efficacious in rallying the market, had but a 
temporary effect, the other threatening aspects 
of the situation being regarded as more im- 
portant. Money was marked up to 3 per 
cent. in the early transactions, an influence 
in inducing liquidation which must not be 
overlooked. The rate eased off to 1% per 
cent. again before the close of the day. Clos- 
ing prices in stocks were considerably above 
the lowest, but net declines in the standard 
shares are still from 1 to over 3 points Prices 
for bonds yielded almost as sharply as those 


of stocks, but the smaller liquidation by com- 

parison with stocks indicated greater under- 
lying strength. Total sales were $3,305,000.

London Financial Market. 

NEW YORK, March 7.—The Evening Post's 
London financial cablegram says: ‘‘The stock 
markets here were flat and demoralized today’ 
by political scares, consols and similar se- 
curities closing quiet at the lowest. The 
scares were all the more potent, coming on 
the eve of the settlement, 
flat and gave way steadily on home and con- 
tinental selling. The arbitrage houses gave 
no support until afternoon, when support was 
considerable. Prices closed practically at the 
lowest. including foreigners. Spanish securi- 
ties were 4 lower. There was much pressure 
from Paris to sell Spanish securities, as also 
the Turkish securities; and all international 
and South American stocks. Still, consider- 
ing the intricacies of the political complica- 
tions, ay’s fall was no more than ld be 
expected. Trouble is feared at the settlement 
if there is no recovery prior thereto. Bar gold 
is in demand for American importers at about 
Tis 10d. Most of the gold arrivals by ‘the 
Cape boat are believed to have been sold to 
New York. Of ahout £500,000 of Japanese 
yen in the open market, a considerable portion 
» is believed to have been bought by New York, 
but the Bank of England has raised the buy- 
ing price of yen to 76s 6d, and some may go 
to’ the bank. Probably £400,000 in all was 
bought here today. It is not generally known 
that one clause of the Japanese loan contract 
provided for the withdrawal of the European 
bankers from the contract, if at the time of 
the issue the political situation should be 
critical. The loan probably would have been 
issued next Saturday, and it is believed in 
city circles that Russia’ demand that China 
shall settle the points raised by the former 
within five days is significant, including, 
among other objects, the defeat of the loan 
project. The position of Spain and the United 
States attracted the most attention. City 
financiers attach much importance to the des- 
perate condition of Spanish finances, and be- 
lieve that this may prompt Spain to aggress- 
ive acticn, or at least that Spain might not 
withdraw from the position taken up. If the 
worst happened, it is believed that Paris 
might render financial assistance to Spain, 
French interest in Spanish stocks being large. 
At the same time Spanish stocks are not held 
quite so largely in France as they were a 
few years ago. The February trade returns 
are unsatisfactory, imports having decreased 
£1,300,000, or 4 per cent., and exports £220,000, 
or about 1% per cent. The chief decline in im- 
ports is textile materials from the United 
States and elsewhere,’’

In 1895, 1896 and 1897, they were able to im- 
port Pacific Coast wheat and other choice 
grades, manufacture it into flour, and ex- 
port the flour to Great Britain. This season 
the English markets rule lower than the 
French, duty and freight being added. Since 
January 1 flour shipments from Minneapolis 
have been over three hundred thousand bar- 
rels more than during the same period last 
year, and 100,000 barrels more than in the 
corresponding time in 1896. It is estimated 
that the jobber and consumer had a larger 
supply of flour on March 1 than they had in 
either of the past tevo years. Winter wheat 
millers are generally accused of adulterating 
their flour with large quantities of corn. 
Alel Rey of Paris writes that France has 
imported 13,500,000 hectoliters (37,125,000 
bushels,) since August 1 and requires 2,500;- 
000 hectoliters (6,875,000 bushels,) more be- 
fore August 1, 1898. All cargoes off coast have 
recently been forwarded to France, and it is 
claimed this will meet their requirements 
until August 1. French crop prospects are 
far above an average. Argentine shipments 
for the first seven weeks of 1898 have been 
5,328,000 bushels against 511.000 bushels dur- 
ing the same time in 1897. Their pott stocks 
as last reported were 3,312,000 bushels against 
720,000 bushes] a year ago. Rail and ocean 
freight from here to Liverpool is about 19% 
cents per bushel. Our primary receipts 
of spring wheat show but a slight falling off 
while many primary markets in the winter 
‘wheat belt indicate receipts average from 
two to three times those of a year ago. 
The Orange .Judd Farmer says the amount 
of witeat in farmers’ hands March 1 was 
157,000,000 bushels cr 26.7 per cent. of the 1897 
‘erop, which amounted to 589,000,000 bushels. 
A year ago the same paper estimated the 
farmers’ holdings at 124.000,000 bushels. The 
government estimated the farmers’ holdings 
March 1, 1897, .as_ 88.009,000 bushels. ,. The 
next government estimate wéll probably be 
out next week. The world’s visible and our

world. During the past thirty years when- 
ever our markets were unnaturally congested, 
consumption was cut to the minimum point. 
The short sellers of wheat for May around 
$1.05 or July around 90 cents, or September 
and December around 78 cents app« to be 
very confident, but it may be that the very 
limited stock of contract wheat will enable 
the clique to materially advance prices. 
Active: speculation is expected to follow this 
congested market and great opportunities 
will be offered the speculator or investor. 

The Orange Judd Farmer estimates the 
amount of corn in farmers’, hands on March 
1 as 40.7 per cent. of the crop of 1897, or 743,- 
000,000 bushels, which -is 34v,000,000 bushels 
less than the previous year. The visible 
March 1, 1895, was 13,676,000 bushels and the 
price 45 cents; the visible March 1, 1896, was 
13,036,000 bushels, and May corn 30% cents; 
the visible March 1, 1897, was 25,152,000 
bushels and May corn 24 cents; The visible 
now is 40,870,000 bushels and the price of 
May corn about 30% cents. Clearances of 
corn from Atlantic ports this week, Monday 
and Tuesday, were 2,500,000 bushels. Last 
week exports were 5,500,000 bushels. We be- 
lieve that the large visible has been accu- 
mulated at the expense. of farm reserves 
and that farmers in Indiana, Ohio and Mis- 
souri have seldom held less about March 1 
than they do,now. We believe that. con- 
sumption of corn since July has been equal 
to that in average seasons to. May 1. Feed- 
ing began in August instead of November. 
Argentine shipments of corn January 1 have 
been cnly 88,000 ogy 3,392,000 
bushels during the same time in’ 1897. 

The great shortage of 125,000,000 bushels in 
Russia is claimed to be the stimulant for 
the enormous export demand. Exports of 
oats for the calendar year 1897 were nearly 
double those of any previous year. Our 
country advices indicate farmers’ holdings 
are small'and prices tending up. Oat mer- 
chants here still predict 30 cents for May oats. 

A year ago light hogs or pigs sold at a 
premium. Now there is a large discount. 
Good heavy hogs are very scarce-and bring 
good prices. Chicago received 2,675,000 hogs 
the past four months against 2,283,000 last 
Beason. The aver@ge weight this season 
was 6.30 pounds less, and for February was 
11 pounds Jess than in February, 1897. Ex- 
port of hog products continue very much 
1 than a year ago. Stocks March 1 
were only 61,739 barrels of contract pork 
against 101,820 barrels a year previous; of

against 26,775,860. Liverpool stocks are less 
than a year ago. Hogs now bring near top 
proces, while pork is down about a dollar a 
barrel and ribs and iard in nearlyelike pro- 
portion. 

Cotton coming into sight continues about 
double that ef a year ago. Total in sight to 
February 25 was 9,175,681 bales. The visible 
supply is 4,377,864 bales, against 3,823,322 a 
year previous, and 3,784,078 February 25,. 
1896, and 4,794,719 same time in 1895, when 
prices were the lowest on record. Exports 
have been 5,346,724 bales, against 4,639,265 
bales last season. Cotton spinners generally 
have been but moderate buyers. Cotton goods 
still sell at the lowest prices on record. Some 
Liverpool speculators have bought cotton on 
the theory that Spain might become entangled 
in a war. The large class of Wall Street, 
Chicago and other speculative interests are 
still predicting a large advance, and hold- 
ing tenaciously to their purchases, believing 
the 1898 outcome will be more or .less like 
that of 1895, when the speculative futures 
of cotton advanced in New York from 5.37 
February 6 to 8.19 September 19. Estimates 
are now out that the spring acreage will be 
from 12 to 15 per cent. less. We learn 
that Mr. Neill estimates that the last crop 
will finally count out over 11,000,000 bales, 
ard the 1898 acreage bo fully an average. 
The Indian cotton movement from all ports 
from September, 1897, to February 24 was 
527,000 bales, against’ 678,000 bales a year 
previous and 1,036,000 bales for the same time 
in 1895 and 1896. . 

Owing to the recent “shake out’’ of light 
margined holders the stock and bond mar- 
ket’ at the moment is largely in the hands 
of professional operators.

How it got here, or when.it came, or 
whether it has been here before. is 
neither here nor there. The veterinary 
surgeons say it is here, and that set- 
tles it so far as I am concerned. The 
Next thing is, howe,to eradicate je 
disease or atop it spreading.- 

The olf fashion was, and still is, the 
use of a muzzle. Now, if every dog 
had on a muzzle, it stands to reason 
that no dog, mad or otherwise, could 
bite another dog, animal or human be- 
ing. and that, of course, would effectu- 
allv put a stop to the disease being 
spread from Moculation by a bite. 
Scientists tell us that rabies is caused 
by an affection of the brain caused by 
microbes, and that this disease is in 
the atmosphere during certain seasons, 
and often dogs go mad without being 
bitten Or fnoculated. How, then, fan 
muzzling a dog stop the disease spyfead- 
ing? 

‘Another thing: Has any 
heard of a dog with a muzzle ©n_being 
mad or having rahies? I certainly 
‘never did, and rabies in the old coun- 
tries is a very common disease. The 
reason Why a dog with a muzzle on 
never goes mad is «imply this: Rabies 
takes many days to develop. Before a 
dog is rampant he is sick and whneasy 
and wants to be left alone: acts 
atrangeby. “Poor Tray is sick; I shan't 
put on his muzzle today.” i&8 what is 
said, and the dog is left alone to get 
better. He gets worse, and off he 
starts. “I do believe Tray is mad, he 
acts so Strangely and doesn't know me, 
and has been away.’ Then the harm 
is done and the disease continues. Now 
comes my point. Never mind the muz- 
zies, but compel every one owning a 
dog to report sickness to the veterinary 
surgeon; have this official at once pre- 
scribe, or take charge of the dogs. If 
every time a dog is taken sick he is 
looked after, chained up, or 
locked up in a loft, and treated rightly, 
the dog will either get well or rabies 
will have’ developed and the dog can 
be destroyed without injuring anything 
else. Bear in niind, however, that un- 
der no circunistances should a Aog be 
killed after biting a porsen until he has 
been kept at least two or three weeks 
so aS to prove whether he was mad or 
not. The bite of a dog does not neces- 
sarily cause more trouble than the bite 
of any other animal, and if the person 
bitten knows positively that the dog 
was not mad he will certainly feel very 
much more comfortable in his own 
mind than to have doubts on the subject 
for the rest of his life. To eradicate 
@ disease it must be stopped from the 
commencement, and in rabies there is 
plenty of warning given whether a 
dog is likely to be afflicted or not, and 
he can be cured or destroyed according 
to whether it is rabies or not.

NAVIES OF THE NATIONS. 


United States Ranks Fifth in the 
List of Pewers. 


{Anaconda Standard:] As a naval 
power the United States ranks fifth in 
the list. Exneland stands first, France 
second. Russia third and Italy fourth. 
The United States and Germany are 
about on a par, although, if Germany 
carries out Kaiser Wilhelm’s purposes, 
she will far outrank us, and. in fact, 
climb up into second place. With the 
Maine destroyed, the Spanish navy is 
not far behind our own—there are 
those who believe it ts fully equal. 
The {mpoverished condition of the 
Spanish treasury, however, precludes 
any additions or improvements to her 
navy. while the United States, fn ‘the 
event of war, cou easily afford to 
spend $50,000,000, or Aven doubie that, 
in buying additional war vessels, if 
any of the other powers are willing 
to sell—and what neutral power 
wouldn't, if it could drive a good bar- 
g2in? 

A Writer in the Chicago Record 
points out that while the German 
navy is better supplied with torpedo- 
boats than the United States, we are 
a little ahead in battleships and 
cruisers. Taking one consideration 
with another, however, there is very 
little difference. When the Kentucky, 
Kearsarge, Illinois and the others ves- 
sels now building are afloat, we shall 
surpass Germany, but the Germans 
have a magnificent scheme for the de- 
velopment of their navy, and the re- 
cent episodes in China were planned 
for the purpose of stimulating the in- 
terest of the Reichstag and the peo- 
ple. If the Emperor’s programme is 
earried out, Gemany will spend $200,- 
000,000 in naval construction during the 
next nine or ten years, an average of 
about 320,000,000 a vear for hattleships. 
cruisers, coast defense monitors, and 
other fiehting materials. In 1906 the 
German navy will be increased to sev- 
enteen battleships of the first class. 
eight coast defense vessels, nine firgs- 
class cruisers, and twenty-six second- 
class cruisers. The battlehips will be 
the most formidable in the world, and 
are to cost $5,000,000 each, the epuisers 
$3,000,000, and the small cruisers $1,000, - 
each... The appropriation by the 
German Parliament for -the year 
amounts to $9,000,000, and will be spent 
in the construction of three first-class 
battieships. ome first-class armored 
cruiser, five second-class protected 
cruisers, two gunboais, eight torpedo- 
peats. end one torpedo-boat destroyer.

“THE CONDUIT SYSTEM. 


ALL WIRES TO BE UNDER GROUND. 
IN A MONTH, 


One Company Has Practically Com- 
pleted Its Work, One is Break- 
ing Ground and the Others are 
Thinking About Doing Some- 
thing. 


Very nearly a year ago a city ordi- 
nance was passed which made it obliga- 
tory upon all telegraph, telephone, elec- 
tric-lighting and power transmission 
companies to abolish 


duit district prescribed by this ordi- 
nance begins at, the old Plaza and ex- 
tends to Seventh street. on the south, 
to Los Angeles street on the east and 
Hill street on the west. 

It was provided that the ordinance 
should go into effect one year from 
date, it having been approved on April 
3, 1897. So far the Sunset Telephone 
and Telegraph Company has practically 
completed its system of underground 
wires; the San Gabriel Electric Power 
Company has a large force of men at 
work along Spring street at present 
and may possibly complete the work on 
time, but all the other companies are 
still roosting upon the. fence and have 
not broken ground yet in any instance. 


upon the matter reads as follows: 

“Any person, firm or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, or who shall fail to 
comply with the provisions hereof, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
in any sum not exceeding $500, or be 
imprisoned in the City Jail for a term 
of six months, or may “a both such 
fine and imprisonment.” 

It would be a rather odd sight to see 
the president or local manager of some 
of these electric companies fined and 
imprisoned for disobeying the ordi- 
nance, but presumably before the cur- 
rent month has expired an extension of 
time will be asked from the City Coun- 


dinance are the Los Angeles Electric 
Company, the West Side Lighting 
Company, Western Union Telegraph 
Company, Pacific Postal Telegraph 
Company, Sunset Telephone and Tele- 
graph Compeny and the Saf Gabriel 
Electric Power Company. 

An amendment was made to the ordi- 
nance by which the old companies, 
that had previously been operating with 
poles and wires were allowed to erect 
other poles upon obtaining a special 
permit, but it was especially stipulated 
that all poles and wires must be re- 
moved by April 3, 1898, Failing in 
this the City Council would have them 
removed without further notice. 
Whether, in law, the Council in arro- 
gating to itself this right, nullified the 
original provision making the failure to 
remove the poles and wires a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, is an open question. 
Still another amendment was made at 
a later date, this time the poles and 
wires used to suspend the arc lamps 
used for street illumination being ex- 
empt from the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. 

Yesterday the Sunset Telephone and 
Telegraph Company had a gang of men 
cutting the old wires on Spring street 
and taking down some of the poles. The 
company’s cables are now underground, 
and all that remains to be done is to 
make connection with certain of the 
blocks. Work was begun at First and 
Spring for the reason that at that point 
the largest number of wires had to be 
dealt with. At the present time the 
subscribers in blocks one and two, be- 
tween Spring and Main, and one or'two 
between Spring and Broadway, are 
working under the new method of dis- 
tribution. It has been highly essen- 
tial that in making the change to the 
underground system no_ subscriber 
should be cut out for however short a 
space of time. For that reason the Sun- 
set’s conduit system has not been 
Fcompleted so rapidly as it might have 


| been. Many poles, too, are being left 


standing by this company for the fea- 
son that they carry wires foréign +to 
the blocks completed, but as the wires 
are cut into the new system these poles 
also will be removed. iy 

The capacity of the Sunset office is of 
7000 wires, which can accommodate 3500 
loop lines, 

If a gigantic X-ray could be turned 
against ‘the principal city thorough- 
fares, after all the companies have 
complied with the ordinance, a curious 
underground picture would be pre- 
sented. The burying of the wires is 
being carried on independently by each 
company on a systematized plan of go 
as you please. So-half a dozen different 
systems of conduits, intermingled with 
Water mains and sewer pipes, would 
present an intricate tangle of mechani- 
cal labor. 

Edgar A. Beardslee, manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
does not know when his company is go- 
ing to begin sinking wires. The same 
thing has been done by the company 
elsewhere, and when the work is begun 
it will be carried to completion in such 
Style as not to require breaking ground 
again for repairs. 

R. R. Haines, manager of the Pacific 
Postal Cable Company, is also in ignor- 
ance when his company is going to be- 
gin work. The company’s lines are 
limited in extent, coming into the city 
close to the Sisters’ Hospital and strik- 
ing the conduit district at Hill and 
Temple streets, from thence to Spring, 
to the Wilcox Block, and on out to 
Seventh street and south of the city. 

The West Side Lighting Company 
at one time hoped to obtain power 
from one of the power companies com- 
ing into the city, but the scheme fell 
through and the company was forced 
to make other arrangements. The con- 
tract for sinking the conduits, how- 
ever, Was let about three weeks ago, 
but the work will mot be completed 
Within the time prescribed by the ordi- 
hance, 3 

The Los Angeles Electric Compan;’ 
is busily engaged in drawing plans and 
specifications, but it is not pretended 
that the work will be much more than 
commenced by April 3. 

Ultimately, however, when all the 
Wires are sunk under ground, and the 
poles taken down, a marvelous change 
will be noted on Broadway, Spring and 
Main streets, and the appearance of 
these thoroughfares will be enhanced 
immeasurably. 


“A RARE CHANCE
